So far this season ice storms are proving to be more costly, due to the materials needed to battle them. 


This year the Highway Department accomplished an extensive winter EQ maintenance plan. We completely 
refurbished and painted two sets of plows and frames. We also sand blasted and painted the one ton dump 
truck and re-fabbed a new head board. We also finished building and testing the grizzly screen. We have 


saved thousands of dollars already with this piece of equipment. 


Ditch work on Kings Highway and Pinkham Road was completed. Road construction was done this past 
summer on Auen Way, Lakeshore Drive, and the lower portion of Pinkham Road using all the gravel materials 
made in the town’s Kings Highway pit. Several roads were graded and raked several times during the summer 


and many other projects were completed as well. 


Extensive work was done within the Kings Highway pit, including logging, stumping, and the stripping of top 


soil. This will allow us to extend the life of the pit approximately 10 years! Low cost for a big return.

I would also like to extend a huge Thank You to my crew, Ed Brannan, Rob Page, 


Pete Masse and Paul Barron, they are the best!

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Widdleon Heritage ‘Commission Report 2017 


The Middleton Heritage Commission continued in 2017 to focus on the renovation of the Old Town Hall and 
oversight of the $175,000 LCHIP grant and its matching funds. Almost all major work was finished by the end 
of the year, including a new furnace and ductwork, stabilization of the foundation and structural support of 
the second floor, monitoring and stabilization of the murals, repair of the brick chimney, and decisions on the 
second means of egress for the second floor. Bathrooms are finished including one ADA-compliant one. 

The new stairwell was installed in January which included, unfortunately, removal of two side pews upstairs 
in order to accommodate the rise/run of the stairs required by life safety code. Bedard Preservation 
contractors did a great job of reconstructing the area where the pews were removed, using some of the 
removed materials as well as creating matching bead board for a railing along the top of the stairwell. Electric 
work is ongoing and should also have been finished up in February. 

The kitchen presented some unexpected issues, hopefully resolved by the time you read this. Barring those 
pesky unforeseen circumstances, you should be reading this as you vote and attend town meeting this year in 
the Old Town Hall main room. 

The main hall is now useable with a new rental agreement available through the Selectman’s Office. The Old 
Town Hall and second-floor chapel will be officially dedicated at a later date. Watch the MHC Facebook page 
for more information. 

We wish to thank all townspeople for their support of this project and their patience while this extensive 
renovation was underway. We are confident this building is now ready to stand for another 200 years. 

Lastly, the Heritage Commission will need several new members beginning in July as current members are 
eager to move on to other projects and interests. Please see the Board of Selectmen if you are interested in an 
appointment to the MHC. Current MHC members will be happy to discuss what being on the commission may 


entail.

2017 was a busy year for the assessing office with seventeen applications for abatements and numerous 
phone calls regarding property values as a result of the municipal tax rate increase in 2016. 


During January and March of 2017 the assessor visited properties to pick up data for parcels with structures 
under construction and those issued building permits between April 1, 2016 and March 31, 2017, totaling 
ninety nine in all. During the months of July and September two hundred and fifty properties were visited for 
data review which finalizes the review process leading up to the 2018 revaluation for the Town of Middleton 
as required by the Constitution of the State of New Hampshire. 


During 2018 the contracted assessing firm, Avitar, will work on the revaluation of properties within Middleton. 
Preliminary values will be established through the process of analyzing sales for qualified conveyances in 
town. Prior to finalizing these values a letter will be mailed to each property owner disclosing the preliminary 
value of their property. Also contained within the letter will be instructions for scheduling a hearing with a 
representative of Avitar to review and discuss the newly established value. 


2018 is also a NH Department of Revenue Review year which means the Board of Selectmen are required to 
review those properties receiving Veteran Tax Credits, Elderly Exemptions and enrolled in Current Use. Letters 
will be mailed to the property owners requesting pertinent information be submitted to the assessing office 
for review to ensure continued eligibility. The State of NH Department of Revenue will conduct oversight and 
the laws of the State of New Hampshire. 


Please be advised, any person visiting your property for assessing purposes will be obviously identified with a 
picture ID. The Municipal Office Personnel and Police Department will also be aware of their presence in the 
area.

Report on the Financial Statements 


We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, the major 
fund and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Middleton, New Hampshire (the 
Town), as of and for the year ended December 31, 2016, and the related notes to the financial statements, 
which collectively comprise the Town’s basic financial statements as listed in the table of contents. 


Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statements 


Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of these financial statements 
in accordance with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America; this includes 
the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal control relevant to the preparation and fair 
presentation of financial statements that are free from material misstatement, whether due to fraud or 
error. 


Auditor’s Responsibility 


Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. We 
conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of 
America. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about 
whether the financial statements are free from material misstatement. 


An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and 
disclosures in the financial statements. The procedures selected depend on the auditor's judgment, 
including the assessment of the risks of material misstatement of the financial statements, whether due to 
fraud or error. In making those risk assessments, the auditor considers internal control relevant to the 
entity's preparation and fair presentation of the financial statements in order to design audit procedures 
that are appropriate in the circumstances, but not for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the 
effectiveness of the entity's internal control.

As discussed in Note 2 to the financial statements, management has not recorded a liability for 
other post-employment benefits in governmental activities and, accordingly, has not recorded an expense 
for the current period change in that liability. Accounting principles generally accepted in the United 
States of America require that other post-employment benefits attributable to employee services already 
rendered and that are not contingent on a specific event that is outside the control of the employer and 
employee be accrued as liabilities and expenses as employees earn the rights to the benefits, which would 
increase the liabilities, reduce the net position, and change the expenses of the governmental activities, 
The amount by which this departure would affect the liabilities, net position, and expenses of the 
governmental activities is not reasonably determinable. 


Adverse Opinion 


In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the “Basis for Adverse 
Opinion on Governmental Activities” paragraph, the financial statements referred to previously do not 
present fairly the financial position of the governmental activities of the Town of Middleton, New 
Hampshire, as of December 31, 2016, or the changes in financial position thereof for the year then ended 
in accordance with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 


Unmodified Opinions 


In our opinion, the financial statements referred to previously present fairly, in all material 
respects, the respective financial position of the major fund and the aggregate remaining fund information 
of the Town of Middleton, New Hampshire, as of December 31, 2016, and the respective changes in 
financial position thereof for the year then ended in accordance with accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. 


Other Matters 
Required Supplementary Information 


Accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America require that the 
management’s discussion and analysis, budgetary comparison information, the schedule of changes in the 
Town’s proportionate share of the net pension liability, and the schedule of Town contributions on pages 
i-vi and 24-28 be presented to supplement the basic financial statements. Such information, although not 
a part of the basic financial statements, is required by the Governmental Accounting Standards Board who 
considers it to be an essential part of financial reporting for placing the basic financial statements in an 
appropriate operational, economic, or historical context. We have applied certain limited procedures to 
the required supplementary information in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the 
United States of America, which consisted of inquiries of management about the methods of preparing the 
information and comparing the information for consistency with management’s responses to our 
inquiries, the basic financial statements, and other knowledge we obtained during our audit of the basic 
financial statements. We do not express an opinion or provide any assurance on the information because 
the limited procedures do not provide us with sufficient evidence to express an opinion or provide any 
assurance. 


Supplementary Information 


Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that 
collectively comprise the Town of Middleton, New Hampshire’s basic financial statements. The 
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combining nonmajor fund financial statements are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are 
not a required part of the basic financial statements. 


The combining nonmajor fund financial statements are the responsibility of management and 
were derived from and relate directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the 
basic financial statements. Such information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the 
audit of the basic financial statements and certain additional procedures, including comparing and 
reconciling such information directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the 
basic financial statements or to the basic financial statements themselves, and other additional procedures 
in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. In our opinion, 
the information is fairly stated, in all material respects, in relation to the basic financial statements as a
